recently, Mr. J. T. Hackett, Conservative member for 
Stanstead. Quebec, said, “I am opposed to the gov¬ 
ernment ownership of there lines. I am opposed to 
it because, in my opinion, it is not the function of 
government to engage in competitive commerce." 
Further in the same speech, Mr. Hackett declared 
that Parliameot would have to curtail the rivalry be¬ 
tween the Canadian National Railways and the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway ot the latter would be forced 
to its knees. 

The plain implication of Mr. Hackett's remarks 
is that he would curtail the rivalry between the two 
transportation systems by turning the government rail¬ 
ways in whole or in part over to the private company. 
If they were turned over m whole, the public un¬ 
doubtedly would be expected to continue to carry a 
large part of the capital load now charged against 
them. If they were turned over in part, only the 
profitable portions of the government system would 
go, the unprofitable sections being lefowith the public. 

It might be possible, of course, eventually to find 
some other private interest with whom an arrangement 
could bo made to take over the National Railways, 
but before anything of the kind could be done it 
would be necessary for the government to wipe out 
of the capitalization of the system many hundreds of 
millions o£ the deadweight, extending back for more 
than sixty yean, now carried against it But that 
would not curtail competition. On the contrary, if 
the Canadian National were in the hands of a private 
company independent of the C.P.R., the rivalry be¬ 
tween the two systems would be at least as intense 
ae it is now. 

Thera is another aspect of the situation which 
does not appear to have struck those critics of the 
Canadian National Railways who oppose public 
ownership of this system, and that is the danger of 
foreign capital obtaining control of the entire trans¬ 
portation structure of the country if it were exclusive-
